I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1967* 

The  Portishead  birth  rate  fell  quite  sharply  this  year,  having 
apparently  reached  a  peak  in  1966,  but  still  exceeds  that  of  En^and 
and  Wales,  The  birth  figures  relate  to  occurrences  and  not  registrations, 
as  in  previous  years. 

The  death  rate  is  lower,  being  almost  the  same  as  England  and 
'Wales,  The  figures  here  still  relate  to  registrations  of  deaths,  as  in 
the  past  and  not  to  occurrences. 

There  was  a  further  outbreak  of  dysente2:y  in  a  residential  nursery 
in  Portishead,  which  is  run  by  another  local  authority.  None  of  the 
children  were  seriously  ill,  and  the  outbreak  was  quick3.y  controlled. 

All  food  premises  required  to  have  a  hot  water  supply  and  wash  hand 
basin,  or  sink,  comply  with  the  regulations.  All  shops  and  catering 
premises  have  been  visited,  at  least  once  in  the  year  and  the  majority 
of  offices,  in  connection  vriLth  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963. 

I  \irish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Taylor,  other  members  of  the  staff 
and  the  Councillors,  for  their  cooperation.

The  whole  of  the  urban  district  is  sewered  apart  from  a  fev7  isolated 
individual  dwellings,  and  this  discharges  untreated  into  the  Bristol  Channel, 
Further  considera,tion  has  been  given  to  the  construction  of  a  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  works,  and  preliminary  discussions  have  taken  place  Vidth  Long  Ashton 
Rural  District  Council,  to  consider  a  Gordano  Valley  drainage  scheme.
